Public Employees Retirement System 


l. Membership in the Public Employes retirement System is 
compulsory for all eligible employes of a covered employer 
end it is the employer's responsibility and duty to with- 
held the proper deduction from each check issued to a member. 


Eligibility: If he holds a position with a covered 
employer, which normally requires 600 
hours per yeare 


He must complete six months! service 
uninterrupted by a total of more than 

50 days during the 6 months! period and 
is then eligible for membership on the 
first day of the first pay period follow- 
ing the 6 months! periode 


2. Salary and Contributions: 


Normal Salary: The first $2400.00 of salary earned in 
a fiscal year is "Normal Salary". 


ae The Employer is required to contri- 
bute on the "Normal Salary" only. 


be The employee is required to contri- 
bute on the total salary unless he 
elects otherwise. (Can elect to 
contribute on $2400.00 only.) 


Oe Rates Employee must contribute on a fixed rate of contribution 
as shown in the rate table. 


If the rate exceeds 5%, the employee can elect to contri- 
bute on the basis of 5% only. 


4. Benefits: The objective of the fact so far as current 
service is concerned is to provide the employee 
who works 30 years or more after becoming a 
member of the system, one-half payment at retire- 
ment age, based on average earnings not in excess 
of »~2400.00 per year.
